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Delaware, Lackawanna and Western R. R. 

The report of the. Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad Company for the year ending 
December 81, 1877, shows that the net earniogs 
from transportation on all its lines were $4,401.- 
858 89, The losses on coal amounted to $1,922,- 
660 99—thus reducing the balance of net: earn- 
ings to $2,479,197 40. The interest on the com- 
pany’s bonds was $201,957, and the rentals (in- 
terest on stocks and bonds of leased roads) $3,- 
185,262 84—making the total of fixed charges, 
$3,387,219 34. The year’s business accordingly 
resulted in a loss of $908,021 94, equal to 3,46 
per cent on the capital stock of $26,200,000. 

The company's bonded debt is $3,015,100, in- 
cluding $195,000 of the recently authorized con- 
solidated mortgage; there remains, therefore, 
nearly seven millions of borrowing power unused, 
since the amount of the consolidated mortgage 
aothorized, inclusive of all bonds outstanding, is 
$10,000,900. 

The net floating debt December 31, 1877, was 
$1,693,169 99; the gross floating debt, including 
not only bills payable, but’ the December pay 


uary payments on securities of leased lines, and 
all forms of temporary debt. or book accounts; 
and the deductions, including cash and coal on 
hand, bills and accounts receivable, advances on 
coal to be delivered, and advances for construc- 
tion on leased roads, to be settled for in stocks or 
bonds of those corporations, 

The surplus account is reduced by the year’s 
losses to the present total of $4,305,415 84. 

The losses on coal during 1877 came from small 
production, low prices, and the strike which last- 
ed from July 25th to October 16th. The compa- 
oy handled daring the year 2,369,880 tons: 1,- 
184,433 its own product, 856,233 purchased, and 
329,218 transported for other parties, Under the 
terms of the company’s leases of coal lands, of 
which it holds 4,000 acres in addition to 15,000 
acres owned, it has, down to December 31, 1877, 
paid for 3,255,624 tons of coal not yet mined. 

The total operations, transportation, and coal 
departments of the road in 1876 showed $721,824 
above fixed charges ; in 1877, $908,022 below—a 
comparative loss of $1,629,846. Actual result of 
business for the two years, a deficiency of $186,- 
198; so that during those years the company has 
lost not quite four-fifths of one per cent on its 
capital stock.

Mr. Jackson’s Vindication. 

It is one of the weaknesses attendant npon the 

infallibility of human governments that the inno- 
cent sometimes suffer with the guilty. Criminals 
often attempt to shield themselves from the jas- 
tice ofthe law by accusations against innocent 
parties, bat it seldom happens that such parties, 
no matter how clear they may be of the misde- 
meanor charged, are able to obtain such an early, 
complete and triumphant vindication as was ac 
corded Mr. Job H. Jackson, president of the Jack- 
son & Sharp Company, of Wilmington, Del. 

Arrested in a manner that, had he been a bard- 

ened criminal, could not have been more peremp- 
tory, without an opportunity even to say go dbye 
to his family, taken among strangers and cast in- 
to prison under such an accusation as ingenious 
deviltry is alone capable of conceiving, many a 
map, no matter bow innocent, taken so unpre- 
pared, and after so many years had elapsed since 
the date assigned to the alleged transaction, would 
have found himself unable to establish, by proper 
legal evidence, the groundlessness of the charge 
made against him, That Mr, Jackson was so 
abundantly able to do this is attributable not 
only to his innocence, integrity and high standing 
among his fellow citizens, but is also a tribute to 
the clear headed and straight forward ability with 
which he conducts his business, and the system- 
atic.manver in which transactions are recorded 
upon his books, All the facts of the case, as laid 
before.Governor Colquitt, have not as yet been 
published, It is significant that no prosecutor 
appears in the presentment under which Mr. Jack- 
son was arrested, and that Senator Hill bas de- 
claured if any responsible name could be connect- 
ed with. the “special presentment,” he would 
* make it lively for him.” 

The letter of Governor Colquilt, which has been 
widely published, was a’ manly and, so far as the 
limits of the executive office would permit, a com- 
plete vindication, A less resolute man than Mr, 
Jackson would have been crushed by the charac- 
ter of his arrest into submission to the blackmail, 
which all the circumstances tend to show wap the 
principal motive of his arrest. Mr. Jackson not 
only owes the state nothing, bat it is indebted to 
him over thirteen hundred dollars, while the party 
who is the prime mover in the arrest is indebted 
to him for a still larger amount, 

As a signal example of a triamph of conscious 
integrity over malicious accusation, and, asa mat- 
ter of jastice to Mc, Jackson, the widest possible 
publicity should be given to the fact of his com- 
plete, thorough and magnificent vindication.—

In pursuance of the authority and commands 
in said orders, the Receiver has paid the arrear- 
ages of $216,498 89 for wages, fuel, ties, stor:s, 
etc., existing at the date of his appointment—be 
bas laid 2,000 tons of iron roils and 7,999 tons of 
steel rails on the line, the iron in 1875, and the 
steel in 1875, 1876 and 1877, There are now 150 
miles of steel rails and: 39 miles of iron rails in 
the line, The Chief Engineer reports that one- 
balf of theiron rails should be replaced by steel in 
1878 and one-half in 1879. 

The cost of the iron rails in 1875 was $24 20 
per ton in-addition to the old rails ; and of the 
steel in 1875, $78 ; in 1876, $61 50, and in 1877, 
at $53 50 per ton. The old iron rails were used in 
part payment at the rate of $21 50 per tonin 1876, 
and $19 50 per ton in 1877.

When the Receiver took charge of the line only 
about 100 miles had been ballasted, and that only 
in part. Since that date 160 miles have been lift- 
ed and folly ballasted ; 23 miles partly ballasted, 
and 16 miles have been lifted with sand from the 
sides, at a cost of $103,335 57, One trestle work 
at Brandy Creek has been made solid earth em- 
bankment with an iron pipe for waterway six feet 
in diameter ; and another trestle work at Indian 
Mill Creek was also filled up, and an open stone 
culvert built for waterway 18 feet wide, Thirty- 
seven culverts have been renewed with stone walls 
and roofs of old iron rails ; three culverts renewed 
with sewer pipe, and two with iron pipe 16 iach- 
es in diameter. 

One new station house has been erected at the 
joint expense of the D. & M., and Chicago and 
Northwestern roads, at the crossing at Durand 
Station, and one at the junction of the Grand Rap- 
ids and Indiana with the D, & M. at Grand Rap- 
ids. This was also done at joint expense of the 
two roads, All the station houses on the line have 
received attention, The freight house at Detroit 
was crushed by snow in the winter of 1876-7, It 
has been thoroughly rebuilt upon an improved 
plan at a cost of $11,003 71. 

The rolling stock belonging to the company at 
the date of the Receiver’s appointment was re- 
ported in the books as follows: 30 line engines, 
4 shunting engines, 27 passenger cars, 1 pay car, 
295 box, 29 cattle, 138 flat, 2 repairing, 6 bazg- 
gage, 8 mail and express, and 16 way cars; total 
cars 517, Several cf these have been worn out 
aod broken up ; 67 new cars, including five pas- 
senger cars, have been built in Receiver’s shops 
and charged to operating expenses at a cost of 
$70,102 48, and the number of cars on hand at 
this date is 628, namely : 22 first class passenger 
cars, 4 second class passenger cars, 1 pay car, 7 
passenger and baggage combination cars, 1 smok- 
ing car, 3 mail cars, 6 baggage cars, 11 way cars, 
840 freight box cars, 124 flet cars, 1 wood train 
boarding car, 2 bridge repair cars, 1 auxiliary 
car.

A Portable Railway Track. 

A portable railway track was recently shipped 
by Messrs, Atkins’ Brothers, of Pottsville, Penn., to 
parties in this city,for the owner of one of the large 
sugar plantations in Cuba. It is 14 miles long, 
and is designed to be used in carrying the cane 
to the mills, instead of by the old process of ox 
and mule carts, The soil is very soft on these 
plantations, and the quadrupeds make but siow 
progress, This track, which contains over seven 


hundred pieces, is so fitted that it can be laid and 
relaid at any point necessary for use by the most 
inexperienced, and is calculated to effect a great 
saving in labor.

From the report of the directors of the Consol- 
idation Coal, which was presented at the annual 
meeting of the stockholders io Baltimore on the 
20th ult, we learn that the total receipts for the 
year 1877 were $1,475,558 91, and the total ex- 
penditures (including $235,960 11 interest and 
sinking fund) $1,482,604 84d—showing a deficiency 
of $7,045 98. The total fanded debt January 1, 
1878, was $2,825,500. There was mined and de- 
livered from the Consolidation Company’s mines, 
in 1877, 848,385 tons of coal, a decrease of 8,432 
tons from previous year, The total transporta- 
tion of coal on all the company’s railroads in 1877, 
was 1,549,646 tons, a decrease of 169,207 from pre- 
ceding year, To the great stagnation of business 
throughout the country, the unusually active com- 
petition of low-priced soft steam coals, foreign 
as well as domestic, and the increased competi- 
tion resulting from ruinously low prices of an- 
thracite coal, is altributed the falling off in bus- 
iness, which applies to the whole region, The 
strikes combined to reduce the active working 
season of the company to half its usual time, 
and proved very detrimental to its general ioter- 
ests, 

The report says that the necessity of reducing 
the cost of coal at the mouth of the mine to that 
which prevails in the regions competing is admit- 
ted by all the companies in the region, One of 
the difficulties attending a proper adjustment of 
this subject is the superfluous amount of labor in 
the Cumberland field, and efforts to remedy this 
are also being made.

Debt of Louisiana, 

A dispatch from New Orleans says that the 
amendments to the constitution were finally pass- 
ed on the 25th of February, and then adds: 

This settles the question of a convention and 
forever decides against any manner of repudiation 
of the State debt, placing the bonds on the firm 
est basis, The Moffet Punch bill, the revenues 
from which will also bs placed to the interest 
fand, will very probably pass a canvass of the 
General Assembly showing a large majority in its

Lehigh Coal and Navigation’ cu. 

From the report of the President, of the Lebigh 
Coal and Navigation Co., which was. presented at 
the annual meeting of the stockholders held: in 
Philadelphia on the 26th ult., we Jearn that the 
receipts from all. sources during the year ending 
December 31, 1877, were $994,656, aod the dis- 
bursements for rentals, interest, taxes and general 
expenses, $1,189,321, leaving a ‘deficit of $194,655 
which was charged to the dividend fund, redacing 
this fand to $463,083, There were carried during 
the year 3,116,169 tons'of coal, an ‘increase of 
80,942 tons over the previous year, and of ‘this 
tonnage 2,150,660 were produced by the Lehigh 
and Wilkesbarre Coal Co, The report treats, at 
length of the relations of the company with the

‘| Central Railroad of New Jersey, and reviews the 


history of the amicable arrangements by which 
the compaoy resumed possession of its canals and 
wines, When possession was resumed, final set. 
tlement of accounts was thus made, There were 
due by the Central Railroad, for rentals and loans, 
$750,119, of which $398,470 was paid in money 
and $42,709 in personal property, and the balance 
of $308,940 was credited to the Lehigh Navigation 
Co. on the Central’s construction loan account, 
At the same time the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre 
Coal Co., on final settlement, owed the Navigation 
Co, $236,977, which was secured on the Coal Com- 
pany’s mines. In final settlement of the construc- 
tion loan account with the Central railroad, vari- 
ous adjustments were made which reduced the 
debt of $974,425 due the railroad at the opening 
of the year, to $368,985 at the close of the year. 
In making this reduction no money was paid, but 
the Navigation Co, paid the railroad various secur- 
ities it held, and also got the benefit of the credit 
of $308,940 above mentioned. This reduction was 
of great benefit, as the Navigation Co, was paying 
7 per ceot interest on this construction Joan'ac- 
count. Since April Ist, 1877, the’ Navigation Co, 
have resumed operating their own canal and mines, 
and have received the net earnings from: both, 
The improvements made by the Central. Railroad, 
at acost of over eleven hundred thousand dol- 
lars, and the advanced royalties of over seven hun- 
dred thousand dollars, wera abandoned to the 
Navigation Co., without compensation, when the 
propeity reverted, subject, however, to a right of 
redemption until July 1st next. The report esti- 
mates that the anoual charges on the company 
for interest, rentals and genera! expenses. are $1,- 
328,700, whilst the average anoual income during 
the last three years that the company managed 
its own mines and canals was $1,639,666, The 
report also says: 


Although the present valae of the im»rove- 
ments is very much less than their cost, the mines 
are in much better condition, and have a produc- 
tive capacity of over one hundred thousand tons 
fa month; no further expensive improvements 
will be necessary for several’ years. | These facts 
should be considered by the stockholders io their 
estimates of the futere prosperity of this compa- 
py. The mines thus greatly improved are capa- 
‘ble of producing a large tonnage at less-eost than 
formerly, and as the product is nearest to market, 
and commands the highest price, it is: not:untea-

Marietta and Cincinnati Railroad. 

Ao. adjourned meeting of. bondbolders of the 
Marietta and Cincinnati railroad was held yester- 
day at the Rialto buildings, to bear the report of 

ge <a of teo appointed last fall, aod to take 
suita ction. The room was well filled, and 
abont a million dollars of bonds were represented. 
Mr. Samuel H, Tagart, chairman, stated that the 
committee had appointed a sub-committee of 
three, viz : Messrs, W, W. Spence, W, Whitelock 
and Jobn C: King. 

Mr, Spence read a report showing the present 
slatns of hthe road, being the report of the com- 
mittee of ten, The report.says that Mr. Joha W. 
Girrett was asked whether the Baltimore and 
Ovio company would give some form of guaran- 
tee in the event of a reduction being made in the 
principal and rate of interest ofthe Marietta and 
Cincinnati bonds, Mr, Garrett favored a re-ar- 
rangement in foture, but was indisposed at pres- 
ent to make acy proposition. He and Mr, Johr 
King, Jr., the latter being receiver of the Mari- 
elta and Cincionati, were unwilling to admit the 
absolute necessity of the Marietta and Cincinnati 
to the Baltimore and Qhio, as the latter bad an- 
other route to Cincinnati in the event of the Mari- 
etta and Cincinnati severing its close connection. 
The other route was the Central Ohio division, 
through Colambus, and the Miawi road. 

The report speaks of the injustice of the de- 
cree for the appointment of a receiver, requiring 
him to fulfill all obligations of the Marietta and 
Cincinnati to the Baltimore Short Line, (owned 
by the Baltimore acd Obiv,) the Cincinnati and 
Baltimore, (largcly owned by the Baltimore and 
Ohio,) the Cincinnati aod Indiana, the Ciocinnati 
and Springfield, and the United States S:ock Yard 
Company. 

Mr. Garrett considers that these roads are va)- 
uable to the Marietta acd Cincinnati, The re- 
ceiver is of opinion that on the first basis of in- 
debtedness the road cannot meet its obligations 
with its present business or with any probable 
future increase, It bas been suggested that a 
large reduction of this debt must be made either 
in the way of principal or the rate of interest. 
O! first mortgage bonds there are $3,500,000 ; 
second mortgage $2,500,000 ; third mortgage $3,- 
000,000'; fourth mortgage $4 000,000, Mr. Jobo 
L, Taylor, trustee of the first aod second mort. 
gazes, died in 1871, and po successor bas been 
appointed, The committee forbore making any 
recommendations, The report was accepted by 
the meetiog. 

Mr, &pence said he bad written to Mr. Kiog as 
to the time when the interest coupons on the first 
mortgage bonds will probably be paid. Mr King 
replied that if the court will allow be hoped to be 
able to commence paying those coupons next 
April. 

Mr. Tagart said that the meeting had heard 
through the report what is the status of the M. 
and C. He said the road was the property of the 
bondholders, and it was proper to take step: to 
get back what belonged to them. The recciver- 
ship business had been fixed in an obscure West- 
ern court, and he hoped the matter would be 
takeo in hand and brought before a proper triba- 
nal, where the subject could be properly heard. 
The M, and C. was a trunk, which was sapped to 
support a number of leased lines, If the M. and 
C- be not indispensable to the B. and 0. the form- 
er should at least be in the bands of its owners. 
To meet the question properly money would be 
needed, and he hoped the bondholders would fur- 
ish it. 

Oa motion of Mr. Spence, the meeting unani- 
mously vowed to contribute $1 on each $1,000 
bond to meet the expenses, The boodholders 
subseribed their names te a paper, stating the 
amount cf money each will. give. 

Mr, Andrew Reid, treasurer, will have all the 
, documents printed in a pamphlet, and circulate 
_ them to bondholders, It was stated the English 
bondholders are in. eympé thy with the objects of 
the meeting, 

Mr, King, the receiver, bas bad. printed a pam- 

addressed to the committee of ten, dated 


December 14, 1877, showing the condition of the 
road and its leased lives, . The @arnings for four 
months were considerably in excess of the sam+ 
period of 1876. Mr. King’s pampblet will be in- 
corporated with the documents to be printed by 
the bondbolders.— Balt,’ Sun, Feb. 23. 

Central Raijroad of New Jersey. 

The joiot committee representing all the inter 
ests in the Central Railroad Company of New Jer- 
sey have at length agreed upon a plan of reorgan- 
ization, the substance of which is as follows: 
They deprecate any attempts to enforce separate 
rights by foreclosures, and claim that an equita- 
ble adjustment of the various interests without 
foreclosures is practicable and necessary. The 
holders of the consolidated and convertible bonds 
are asked tc surrender, for cancellation, two and 
a balf years’ interest, including past due coupons, 
and accept in exchange & new 7 per cent 24-year 
mortgage bond, of an issue not to exceed $5,550,- 
000, interest payable semi-annually, secured by 
mortgage and deposit with the Trustees, on the 
following plan: 1, Unincumbered real estate now 
valued at $2,006,099 20; 2. $6,116,000 ; Lehigh 
and Wilkesbarre Consolidated bonds ; 3. $6,609,- 
000 stock of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal 
Company ; 4. The lease and stock of the New 
York and Long Branch Railroad, cost $2,212 988 ; 
5. The lease and stock of the High Bridge Rail 
road Company, cost $985,582 ; 6. The lease and 
stock of the Longwood Valley Railroad Company, 
cost $317,751 ; 7. Tne stock of the American Dock 
and Improvement Company, $3,000,000; 8. The 
agreement with the Delaware and Bound Brook 
and the North Pennsylvania Railroad Companies ; 
9. The lease and equipment belonging to the Gen- 
tral Railroad Company of New Jersey, (valued at 
$1,000,000,) of the Lehigh and Scsquehanna Rail- 
road Company. Such mortgage to be made a 
second liep upon the property of the company, 
now covered by the consolidated mortgage, The 
property so mortgaged to be unincumbered ex- 
cept as tothe American Dock and Improvement 
Company’s mortgage of $4,000,000; the Lehigh 
and Wilkesbarre Coal Company’s prior mortgages, 
and the rentals as afterward stated. The proper- 
ty to be a further security for the principal and 
interest of the consolidated and convertible bonds, 
A sinking fund to purchase and retire such fund- 
ed interest bonds, of $50,000 per annum after July, 
1881, and of all surplus income after paying a 
dividend of 7 per cent on the stock of the com- 
pany, is provided for, The consolidated and con- 
vertible bondholders are to be entiiled to name, 
through the Trustees of the mortgage, one-third 
of the Directors until a dividend of 6 per cent has 
been paid on the stock. Only those who shali 
sign the agreement and fund their coupons by 
May 1, 1878, are to have the benefit of the plan. 
The agreement may be-declared binding by the 
Receiver on the company on April 16 neat, al- 
though all the holders of the consolidated aad 
convertible bonds may not have signed, 

The blanket mortgage bonds, amounting to $3.- 
800,000, issued aad held with other collaterals, 
including the $6,116,000 of Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre consolidated bonds, by the creditors of the 
company to secure about $4,500,000 of floatii g 
debt, are to be paid off and canceled, The $11,- 
500,000 of Lebigh and Wilkesbarre consolidated 








bonds, guaranteed by the Central Railroad of New 








Jersey, of which $5,384,000 are held by individ- 
uals, and the $6,116,000 hypothecated to secure 
the debts of the railroal and coal companies, are 
provided for as follows: The holders of $5,384,- 
000 to fund three years’ interest, including past 
due coupons, and to cancel the guarantee of the 
Central Railroad Company, in lieu of which they 
are to accept income bonds of the coal company 
payable, 10 years from May 1, 1878, bearing 7 
per cent interest, payable semi annually, if earn- 
ed, out of the net income of the coal company, 
after paying existing prior mortgage interest 
charges, Io consideration of the cancellation of 
the guarantee the railroad company agrees to 
prefer the bonds above named, and the income 
bonds, above the remaining $6,116,000, so far as 
jnterest is concerned, The coupons upon the last 
named portion of bonds are to be canceled as they 
fall dae, without accumulation, except pending 
foreclosure proceedings, and the guarantee is alsu 
to be canceled on them, These privileges aro 
not to hold good in respect to bolders of the $5,- 
384,000 of bonds who do not sign the agreement 
by April 15, and fand their coupons and present 
their bonds to be stamped by May 1. The rail. 
road company are not io instigate, bat are to make 
every exertion Lo prevent any default or foreclos- 
are Of any of the mortgage liens, 

The holders of the American Dock and Improve- 
ment bonds to the amount of $3,000,000 are re- 
quired to forbear to prosecute the Central Rail- 
road Company of New Jersey, on account of their 
guarantee, before July 1, 1883, and in considera- 
tion the company is to deposit with the Trustees 
named in the mortgage $700,000 of the bonds held 
by the railroad company, which sball be applied 
at par, so far as may be necessary, in payment of 
the interest then due and uupaid by the dock 
company. Any surplus left is to be returned to the 
railroad company, Holders of the bonds, however, 
are nol to relicquish the guarantee nor the right to 
be paid their coupons from the sale of lands, The 
secured creditors, to whom is owing about $4,- 
500,000, hold about $9,500,000 of collaterals be- 
louging to the railroad and coal companies, These 
have all, with the exception of about $200,000, 
agreed to grant an extension to Nov. 1, 1880, on 
condition that the interest and one-twelth of the 
principal be paid every three months, This agree- 
ment isin writing with the Receiver, and is ap- 
proved by the Court of Chancery of New Jersey. 
The collaterals are to be surrendered pro rata as 
the debis are paid. One instaliment of the inter- 
est aod principal up to Feb, 1, 1878, has aireads 
been paid by the Receiver, who is to agree to ap- 
ply the money which may accrue from earnings 
and be received from the stockholders, to the ex- 
tingnishmert of the priocipal and interest of this 
debt, for which $4,977,000 will be required. The 
Receiver is authorized in his discretior. to com- 
promise and settle the unsecured claims, amount- 
ing to about $700,000, with income bonds of the 
railway company, or with such property as is not 
included in any mortgage or otherwise disposed 
of under the agreemect, The whole amount of 
income bonds is not to exceed $2,450,000. It is 


believed that this floating debt can be settled so 
that $580,000 of income bonds need not be issaed. 

The stockholders are to pay an amount io cash 
equivalent to 10 per cent apon their stock, pay- 
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ment to be made at the time of subscribing to the 
agreement, or one-fifth of tbe amount can be paid 
every three montbs, thus extending the payments 
over 15 months, In return they are to receive 
the new mortgage bonds of the issue provided for 
the funded coupons of the consolidated aud con- 
vertible bonds, They are also to surrender fur 
cancellation one out of every 10 shares of stock 
held by them, and receive, in lieu, at par, an in- 
come bond, payable in 30 years, without mort- 
page, at 7 per cent, if earned, payable semi-annu- 
ally, interest not to accumulate, and only to be 
paid out of surplus income of the company after 
payment of prior charges, If the whole sum of 
$2,036,800 in cash be not raised from or assessed 
by the stockholders, the Receiver shall have the 
right to dispose of ary income bonds not taken, 
to stockholders who shall bave taken their pro- 
portion of such bonds, on their farther surren- 
dering stock for these bonds, and taking mortgage 
bonds for cash at par, or to avy stockholders 
subsequently on the same terms, 

The agreement includes, besides the bondhold- 
ers, creditors, and steckbolders, the railroad and 
coal companies and their Receivers, the Lehigh 
Coal and Navigation Company, and the Delaware 
and Bound Brook and the North Pernsylvania 
Railroad Companies, all of whom are to agree to 
perform whatever they can to carry the plan into 
effect. If executed by the above companies and 
the Receivers of the Central and coal companies, 
by a majority of $5,384,000 of Lehigh and Wilkes 
barre consolidated bonds, and of the American 
Dock and Improvement Company’s bonds, and if 
$1,020,000 shall bave been paid or assured by the 
-stockholders by April 15 next, the Receiver of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey is authorized to 
declare the agreement binding, and shall proceed 
to deliver the bonds on May 1 following, and oth- 
erwise carry the plan into execation, The Re- 
ceiver of the Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
John 8. Kennedy, John E, Johnson, Jacob Van- 
atta, and George Manley are appointed a com- 
mittee of detail, and bave authority to extend the 
time for the performance of the various acts to be 
performed beyond the dates above given, and to 
regulate and direct any matters of detail necessa- 
ry to the execution of the plan. 

Receiver Lathrop bas issued as a supplement to 
the plan a statement giving the details of the 
company’s condition at lengtb, and from the fiz- 
ures adduced the committees make an extended 
argument, designed to show the feasibility of the 
agreement, The following is a synopsis:

Testing Railroad Bridges. 

The following letter, addressed by Prof, George 
L. Vose, of Bowdoin College, Maine, to the editor 
of the Portland Argus, appears in the issue of that 
paper for Feb, 28: 


The Lewistown Journal of Feb. 18 states that 
the Railroad Commissioners have just inspected 
the bridge over the Little Androscoggin in Au- 
burn ; that they tested it by the rapid transit of 
one of the heaviest engines, that the bridge show- 
ed a deflection of only five-eighths of an inch, and 
that they pronounce the bridge “ safe for present 
use.” The fact that this bridge, which relies en. 
tirely upon a trestle under the middle of it, set 
tled only five-eighths of an inch speaks well for 
the bed of the river, but proves nothing in regard 
to the bridge, Testing a bridge by running an 
engine over it at a high speed is supposed by some 
persons to mean something. Every rotten and 
worn out bridge that bas broken down has been 
tested in the same way. Itsimply means that it did 
not break down at thattime. In August, 1871, 
the bridge over the Hampden Road, near Bangor, 
broke down under a passenger train. A freight 
train had passed over a short time before, as the 
saying is, “ eafely,” In May of the same year Mr, 
Noyes, then Superintendent of the road, ran a lo- 
comotive back and forth over the bridge to test it, 
and “ jt betrayed no signs of weakness.” In Aa- 
gust the bridge fell, and “ disclosed the utter un- 
fitness of the bridge ‘for the service required of it ;” 
and this Hampden bridge, the Commissioners

is the recent test proves that the bridge over the 
Little Androscoggin is “ safe for the present,” 
Just what the Commissioners mean by “ safe for 
the present,” I do not know, The expression is 
of doubtful significance, 

In 1874 the Commissioners suggested that the 
Little Androscoggin bridge be rebuilt. This, how- 
aver, was not done, In 1875 they suggested the 
same thing, and again it was not done, In 1876 
he Commissioners said that it © must be rebuilt 
the coming Spring.” This was a year ago. Mean- 
while nothing had been done to it except to put a 
trestle under the middle of it, In the report for 
1877, just out, the Commissioners again say that 
‘he bridge over the Litt'e Androscoggin should be 
rebuilt before Spring opens, and adds that “ this 
bridge is old and wil) not be safe for the passage 
of trains over it if the ice sbould take away the 
temporary trestle which now iu a great measure 
supports the truss.” How is it that this bridge, 
which is old, rotten, worn-out, which has been 
condemned for four years, and which relies upon 
a trestle which is liable at any time to be knocked 
out, bas suddenly become “ safa for the present,” 
would pnzzle any one bet a Railroad Commis- 
sioner to see, It is just this stipshod inspection, 
this guessing that a bridge will stand, until it falls, 
that lies at the bottom of half tho bridge disas- 
ters in the country, 

Your readers may be sick of al) this talk, but 
suppose that by precisely snch criticism as I am 
making, the Ashtabula and Tariffville disasters 
could have been prevented, Would it not have 
been well worth while ? It ‘s a good deal better 
to look forward toa possible disaster to prevent 
it, than to look back upon an actual disaster which 
might have been avoided. 





Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St, Paul Railway 
Company have in view several important exten- 
sions, The first and most important of these will 
be the construction of a line of road from Algo- 


na, the present termircus of the Iowa division, to 
Yankton, on the Missouri river, a distance of 189 
miles. Io order to evable the company to make 
the proposed extension, the state of Iowa will 
make a grant of lands, provided by congress, An 
active contest for this grant bas been in progress 
for some time between the St. Paul and the Bur- 
lington, Cedar Rapids and Northern companies, 
which bids fair to result in favor of the former, as 
the senate committee of the state legislature has 
decided by a large majority to so report, The 
construction of the proposed 180 miles of road 
southwestwaid will place the St, Paul Company in 
position to make connections with lines of railroad 
leading to the Pacific coast, and itis not at all 
anlikely tbat the Northern Pacific will be first 
favored, 

Another important additiun contemplated by 
the St. Paul Company is the extension of the Hast. 
ings ond Dakota branch from Glencoe, the present 
termious, to Granite Falls, a distance of 75 miles, 
Granite Fall possesses water power facilities which 
are said to be second only in magnitude and con- 
sequent importance to Minneapolis, and it there- 
fore promises to develop into a large manufactur- 
ing point, About thirty miles of the road are al- 
ready graded, and the ties and iron have been 
purchased, thus ensuring the completion of the 
extension this year.—Jfil, Wis., Feb. 23.
